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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the present application is respectfully requested. 

New claim 35 has been added. Support for this claim is found in the specification at 
paragraph [0050] of the published application. Therefore, Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12, 16, 19, 20, 22, 
33, and 35 are pending. No new matter is added by way of the addition of new claim 35. 

Applicants fiirther submit amendments to Ihe specification, specifically to paragraph 
[0050] of the published application. Applicants correct tiie spelling of tiie following three terms: 

- myristy ii myristyl ether (PPG-3) 

- hydroxy lated milk glycerd e s alvcerides ( Cremerol HMG) 

- chitoon chitosan (Kytamer) 

Applicants submit that these amendments serve to correct die spelling of the terms, which are 
known in the art. Support for these spelling corrections is found hi the attached Exhibits A 
(myristyl), B (glycerids), and C (chitosan). No new matter is added by way of these corrections.
